TURKEY GIVES UP ALL NOPE OF ENGLAND. 

Loxpox, Jap. 20.—A Vienna correspondent

While Turkey has shown no signs of progress, 
while ner Sultans have been sunk in sloth, her 
resources wasted in extravagant and unproduct- 
ive expenditure, the Egyptian ruler has laborea 
late and early to develope his country, and a 
heavy debt is to some extent excused by a large 
increase in failways, canals, and reclaimed 
land. The one country has been steadily 
geing down hill; the other, with all her 
blunders, is more civilized than she was ten 
years ago. This being so, the foreign Separatist 

arty argue that Egyot should part company 
rom her Suzerain. The middie class native— 
that is, the class of small farmers and petty 
merchants—shares the same opinion. The old 
faith in Stamboul as a religious centre of the 
Empire has gradually cooled before the influ- 
ences of commerce: and Cairo, and still more 
Mecca, are sufficient to satisfy his religious long- 
iugs.

ters. aud past admioistrators, who have grown 
rich by viceregal favor and the opportunities of 
ot:ce, but thev live at Cairo, and ney’ dream 
of dwelling on their estates. This cls of rich 
offic‘als, which taiies the place of an Exyptian 


ar stocracy, is mostiy Turkish by extraction. 
In the old days no post of importance 
was filled by natives; the Turks’ main- 


tained a bureaucratic monopoly. To-day, al- 
though the whole internal admmistration of 
Egypt is in the hands of the Viceroy, thin za 
have not been materiaily changed, and ‘Juras 
still fourish in allthe hig) places.

TROOPS SENT TO TURKEY. 

On Sunday evening, as tne aun went down, 
four of the iargest vessels of the Egyptian navy 
steamed out of Alexandria Harbor indie with 
troops, a fresh supply to swell the Reyptian 
contingent in Turkey.

Lonpon, Jan, 5.—War or peace is the topic 
_which has been in every bold Briton’s mouth for 
the past fortnight, to the exclusion of his usuai 
holiday greetings, and even to the extent of 
seriously interfering with his traditional Christ- 
mas turkey and plum-budding. And even the 
foreigner, who has no interest save in the effect 
of war or peace upon his Own business and liv- 
ing expenses, cannot help being drawn into the 
maelstrom of discussion which roars through 
the land wherever tnree or four are gathered 
together. For, probably, there has never been 
atime within the last fifty years when Great 
Britain’s influence seemed of so little account 
to the other Great Powers, nor has there ever 
been a crisis which held such great possibilities 
for evil to Great Britain’s safety and strength. 
On the one hand, there is the now clearly cefin- 
ed determinajion of the way-at-any-cost party to 
force upon her a Bloody and expensive conflict 
with Russia, which may end in disastrous, 
humiliating dcfeat, and which, even at the best, 
can give her little or no compensating returns 
except the laurel of victory—laurel which, in 
the words of a distinguished member of Parlia- 
ment yesterday, 
“HAS BEEN AN EXPENSIVE TREE 
to this country, purely oruamental, and bearing 
no fruit save the bitter apples of the Dead Sca.“ 
On the other hand there stands the peace-at- 
any-price party, willing to #gnore every tradition 
of British diplomacy and @ nitterly-contest- 
ed landmark for which British blood and treas- 
ure have been wasted in past years, if only they 
can hold fast to their pounds, shillings, and 
pence, their trades, their manufacture, and 
their shipping. Between these two fierce con- 
testants the British people waver in uncertainty. 
Wulle it would be preposterous to imagine that 
they would welcome war, it would be nearly as 
erroncous to say that they are absoiutely averse 
to it; indeéd, perhaps I may say that the body 
that is most influential in curbing a 
really strong belligerent feeling is not 
the peace advocates, but the frantic 
shrickers for war. However paradoxical this 
may seem it represents the actual facts. The 
great bulk of the active war agitators demand 
war, not to protect British interests from avy 
special aggression on the part of Russia, but to 
revenge fancied slights and restore an alleged 
loss of British prestige. It may well be believed 
that such arguments, by @ppealing to passion 
instead of common suse. 
OBSCURE THE REAL DANGER

SILVER. 

The London Times has a correspondent in 
the United States of a fertile imagination, or 
most untrustworthy character. He is probably 
an attache of one of those Eustern papers whic 
take pains to parade every petty bankruptcy in 
toe West under a striking headline, as evidence 
of the financial unsoundness of Western houses, 
for he sends some astounding intelligence by 
cable to that paper. For instance: At the 
time of the great meeting in Chicago to petition 
for the remonctization Of silver, the Times 
stated that all Eastern bankers and jobbers 
were “spotting” the business men who took 
part in that meeting, with a view to refusing 
them loans or credits in the future: that 
Chicago, Cleveland, and otber Western cities 
had applied for loans in New York, and had 
been refused, on the ground that those cities 
had irretrievably ruined their credit, because 


the majority of their citizens had pro- 
nounced in favor of restoring silver to 
the place whenee it ‘had been dishonestly 
removed. speak of these dispatches a3 


conveying “astounding intelhgence,“ because I 
h@ve too much confidence in tbe common scuse 
of American business men to believe anything 
of the kind. It is amusing also to see that 
while the Times. speakive editorially, never 
fails to allude to the remonetization of silver as 
a scheme to pay debts in a depreciated medium, 
speaking commercially (that is, in its financial 
column), 
OFTENTIMES UNGUARDEDLY ADMITS THE WHOLE 
TRUTH, 
namely: that the Remonetization act would re- 
store silver tothe same value as it possessed 
when our bonds were issued. In its financial 
article day before yesterday it said: Notwith- 
standing a very gencral impression among In- 
dian bankers that the United States Senate will 
pass the Bland bill, ana thereby enhance the value 
of silver, they were very languid in their tenders 
for the India Council bills, only £154,500 of 
those offered bv the Government being placed.“ 
Again, yesterday, although it has incessantly 
clamored that the passage of the Bland bill 
would greatly depreciate our secunpies, it said: 
„United States tunds partook ifthe better 
feeling. It seems t be now taken as certam 
that a Silver bill of some kind will be passed by 
Congress, but hopes ure entertained that it may 
be so modified as to leave the bonded debt 
intact. Tuvestors are not, however, doing much 
in these or any stocks just at present. The 
house and foreign Bourses nave the field most- 
ly to theinselves. 
Although investors are not doing much in 
any stocks, United States funds are rising, in 
spite of the probable passage of a bill, which, 
according to the Times, is no better than repu- 
diation. 

HERE'S CONSISTENCY! 
There are other things connected with Amer- 
ican affairs wherein the Times is cqually incon- 
sistent and incorrect, but on one point it is rap- 
idly becoming enlightened; and that is relative 
to the amount of trade which the United States 
manufacturers are taking out of England's 
hands; and although its admissions on this 
point are made as warnings, and given with all 
manner of qualifications and reservations, they 
are evidently groustng considerable alarm among 
British producers. One of the latter writes to 
account for it on the ground that our American 
manufacturers consult the taste and habit of 
their customers more readily, while the British 
ima porter goes on tn the saine old way, under the 
idea that his customers must suit their taste to 
his wares; another attributes the superiority of 
American goods iu many lines to the greater in- 
telligence of our workmen and the fineness of 
our machinery; while a third says that Bir- 
mingham, Manchester, and Sheflield are so 
THOROUGHLY DISHONEST 
tn their adulterations and other sharp practices 
that any fairly honest dealers, whether Ameri- 
cans or Germans, are sure to drive them out of 
the foreign markets. There is no question that 
there is widespread distress in all departments 
of bustnens m Great Bricain, and if the size of 
the bankruptey list ts to be a criterion of na- 
tional solvency, it is quite certain that (silver or 
no silver) the United States will make a better 
showing than ber purse-proud rival. In a few

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FUTURE PUNISHMENT. 
DR. RYDER. 


ALL MEN TO BE SAVED. . 

The Rev. Dr. Ryder preached in St. Faul's 
Church yesterday evening, taking as his text: 

For I am persuaded, that neither death nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present nor things to come, ner heigut, nor 
depth. nor any other creature shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord.—2omaaa, di., 38,39. 

There scems to be great unity of belief as to 
the certainty of future punishment. All de- 
nominations of Christians, if we understand 
their positions correctly, concur in the opinion 
that the consequences of our conduct in this 
life extend into the immortal state. The Auni- 
hilationists deny immortality to the wicked, 
claiming that immortality is a gift of the spirit 
to the good, and not a natural inheritance. 
Aside from those who thus believe, all Chris- 
tians, of every name, seem united in the opinion 
that the punishment due for siu committed in 
this existence extends into the next unless that 
punishment has been fully received. 

You often hear people say, I do not believe 
that very bad people are to be at once taken, 
into Heaven”; that the good and bad are all 
to enter upon a level when they pass out of 
this world,” etc. And when anything of this 
kind is said I involuntarily ask, I wonder to 
whom this criticism refers?“ I suppose it is 
meant to apply to Universalists, but Universal- 
ists do not teach any such doctrine as that; 
certainly I do not. My brother of the Alliance 
says in his paper: To say that the scum 
of the earth enjoy the same things that the 
pure in Heaven do would seem to be a little 
absurd.“ and then connects this statement with 
the Universalists in such a way as to give the 
impression that he is stating their belief. But 
does not the editor of the Aae know that 
this is not the Universalist belief —nor, as tu 
that, the belief of anybody that clainis the Chris- 
tian name! If our brother of the Central Caurch 
does not desire to lose his reputation for fair- 
ness he must be hereafter more particular in his 
characterization of the opinions of others than 
he bas been of late, both im his sermons and ed- 
itorials. 

But I am asked, “ Did not your people firmly 
hold to the no-panishment theory, which you 
thus repudiate?”’ 

That Universalists have changed some what in 
their belief ts undoubtedly true. I should be 
sorry if they had not, for it is a very poor com- 
pliment to any sect to say that it has not 
changed at all in its opinions during the past 
fiftv years. 

For the sake, then, of historic accnracy, and 
not by way of apology, let me state the facts iu 
referefies to a change of belici among Universal- 
ists on this question of future puuisinneut. 

The early. Untversalists, those which come 
nearest to the age of the Apostles, all believed 
in future punishment. Origen, A. D. 200-353, 
thus believed; so did Theodore of Mopsucstia, 
A. D. 380-420, and ah other Universalists of 
those ancient days. Thé first form in which 
Universalism comes to us includes future pun- 
ishment and the divinity of Christ. That was 
the form in which it was anciently held by all, 
so far as I know. 

The early advocates of Universalism in this 
country also believed in iuture punishment. 
Jobn Murray, Elbanan Winchester, prominent 
among the early founders ot our faith in Ameri- 
ca, both taucht this doctrine, and thus at the 
first it was generally received. 

About the year 1805, Hosea Ballon published 
bis * Treatise on the Atonement.” It was the 
first systematic statement given ip this country 
of the doctrine that the death of Crist was in- 
tended to reconcile man to God, and not God to 
man. The work was received with great favor 
by our peopie, and as its distinguished author 
was a forcible rr encher, and a man of rare in- 
tellectual and nicra! gifts, he became for awhile 
a denominational leader. His theory of salva- 
tion was thoroughly Calvinistic, in that it ex- 
alted the sovereignty of Giod beyond its proper 
piace in the Christian system. He did not teach 
the doctrine of future punishment. But Father 
Ballou, as he is called in our Church, did not 
hold to so preposterous à doctrine as that a toul 
entered Heaven in its sins. His idea was 
that the soul, in the resurrection, 
discovering its true state, and comprehending the 
goodness and mercy of (od, must be conscious- 
ly and voluntarily transformed into the divine 
likenesa But tls view, though very influen- 
tial for atime, has now almost wholly given 
of salvation more nearly re- 


way toa 
eembling that of the early Curistians and the 
early advovates in this country. Un 


therefore, are now in substantial agreement 
with the rest of the Christian Church in teach- 
ing that the consequences of our conduct iu 
this life extend into tac immortal word. 
There is peril before every one that is born, 
and that peril is so imminent and so serious 
that no ove can safely treat it with indifference ;

Will those who are speaking and writing upon 
this topic of man’s future condition answer this 
question: From what is man saved, and 
is the nature and the purpose of she punishment 
which man is to receive in the future life ? 

Our-own answer to the question which we ask 
is this: Salvation consists in deliverance from 
sin, andl in compliance with the will of. God. 
Man is saved when he is brought to himself, 
and to the ways of obedience and love; and 
punishment which he may receive in the future 
state for any sin committed by him in 
will be disciplinary, administered in 
for the growth of the soul toward the 
of God, 

With this attempt to define the mean 
ing of punishment as applied to the soul, and 
this confession of a nearly united church in @ 
belicf in future punishment, we advance one 
step further in our inquiry, and proceed to con- 
sider: Is punishment after death endless ? 

Endless punishment, it will be readily per- 
ceived from what we have already stated, is, in 
our thought, a contradiction in terms. It is

The teaching of the New Testament seems to 
leave no room for doubt of the divine abhor- 
rence of sin. It is everywhere in the teaching 
of Christ represented as the foe of man, Even 
the angels are said to “‘rejoice over one sinner 
that repenteta more then even ninety and nine 
just persons that nced no repentance.” Jesus 
came “to seek and to save that which was lost,“ 
and the story of the cross is the story of human 
redemption. But it will be seid, It is true God 
abhors sin, and secks the salvation of 
the sinner, but the sinner does not an- 
swer to His call of euntreaty. 
choses the wrong way, and 
mains iu it. We reply that 
Man does choose the wrong way, does so delib- 
erately, and at his peril; his choosing on 
the part of man does not change the nature of 
God, or set aside His purpose of grace in 
Christ. 

Perhaps the most popular objection to our 
theory of salvation is based upon what is called 
the tendency of man to fixedness of condition, 
Acquiring the habit of sin in this life, he will 
tinue in that same state, more and more fix 
always.

The history of the memorable conflict be- 
tween the President and the Senate Implaca- 
bles has not all been written; here and 
there a detached serap becomes public prop- 
erty, and little by little the facts are made 
known. It has just leaked out that an at- 
tempt was made to form a combination with 
the Democrats for the defeat of the Cabinet 
appointments. Senator Eaton, of Connecti- 
cut, was the humble instrument said to have 
been selected by Sruom Cameron and Mr.

Events in the Ehstern part of Europe indi- 
cate the probability that an armistice will be 
arranged and the terms of a permanent 
peace virtually determined before England 
makes up her minfi what to do about it. Al- 
ready a fresh envoy has been dispatched 
from Constantinople to the English plenipo- 
tentiaries? now. cqnferring with the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, with authority to enlarge 
their powers and enable them to consum- 
mate the armistice negotiations without 
further instructions from the Porte. It is 
said that the Ottoman Grand Council, losing 
all patience at the pacific and halting tone 
of the British Government manifested at the 
opening of Parliament, and convinced that 
no help is to be expected from this source, 
will coolly thtow England overboard 
and make the best bargain possible with 
Russia, independent of any outside inter- 
ests. Russia is reported to have hastened this 
resolve by insisting on the immediate ac- 
ceptance or rejection by the Porte of the 
terms upon which a suspension of hostilities 
will be granted, and the dispatches denote a 
willingness upon the. part of Turkey to ac- 
cept the conditions and gecure peace at any 


price. 
THE AND FALSE FRIENDS TO THE 
SILVER MOVEMENT. 

There are two dlasses of professed friends 
of the silver dollar who are covertly and 
hypocritically doing the cause all the damage 
they can by loading it down with their 
sophisms and vagaries. One class consists 
of those who pretend to fayor the restora- 
tion of the silver dollar, but insist that it 
shall contain a doflar’s worth of silver,”—by 
which they mean that the weight of the 
silver dollar shall be determined by the 
present bullion value of silver in London es- 
timated in gold coin. This is begging the 
whole question, since the demand is based 
on the assumption that gold is the only 
money, and that q silver coin must be treated 
as so much wheat or pork, and weighed out 
in gold values. Now, a dollar’s worth of 
silver in coin ip just 317} grains of pure 
silver,—the old, historical standard,—and it 
might be claimed with equal propriety that 
the gold dollar should be deter- 
mined by weight according to its 
bullion value in silver coin. Those 
who insist upon this preposterous method 
for remonetizing silver are really doing what 
they can to bring about a permanent de- 
monetization of silver, gince a silver coin of 
this excessive weight and value would not 
circulate by the side of the cheaper gold 
coin. The other class of ignorant or 
hypocritical advpcates of silver remonetiza- 
tion consists of those who make the silver 
excitement a mpre expedient for bringing 
their repudiation hobbies to the foreground, 
and they thus put the legitimate silver move- 
ment into disr¢pute. Judging from Mr. 
Vooruggs’ recent specch in the Senate, he 
represents this Class of persons, aud his ut- 
terances will furnish the New England Shy- 
locks and the Now York sharks with a quasi- 
justification for their aspersions on the 
masses of the Western, Middle, and South- 
ern States who. are demanding the restora- 
tion of tho, silver dollar. In the course of 
his Senate speech, Mr, Voonnxxs said that 
he represented those people who demand the

ver remonetization and the double standard 
are interested, while it is evident that Mr. 
Vooruezs has simply made it the pretext for 
urging his hobby for an unlimited inflation 
of irredeemable paper currency and the Pen- 
dletonian theory of repudiation. The real- 
ization of the silver movement would be de- 
prived of the benefits expected from it if Mr. 
Voonnkxs vagaries were carried out, just as 
surely as it would be if the silver dollar, 
when remonetized, should be overweighted 
with metal at the present bullion value, and 
thus be driven out of practical use as money. 

The real silver men do not demand the un- 
conditional repeal of the Resumption act. 
Whether or not the date for resumption shall 
be postponed is a matter of expediency to be 
determined after silver shall have been re- 
stored, and after it shall have been ascertain- 
ed how niany silver dollars can be coined with 
which to make resumption practicable. The 
restoration. of the silver dollar is demanded 
primarily as a means to resumption, and be- 
cause its advocates believe that resumption 
in gold is impossible, and that it would 
be oppressive and unjust even if it were 
possible, But the beneficent effects of silver 
remonetization will only be fully felt when 
resumption shall have been cither actually 
accomplished or regarded as a fait accompu. 
The indefinite postponement of resumption 
and unlimited inflation of a paper currency 
(practically irredeemable) would leave silver 
as useless as a monetary agent as gold is 
now, and the efforts tr behalf of remonetiza- 
tion would be thrown away. What is wanted 
is the solid, substantial, healthful, invigorat- 
ing enlargement of the money resources of 
the nation by adding the present stock and 
future yield of silver to its legal and intrinsic 
currency. 

The real silver men do not want the Na- 
tional-Banking system abolished, because 
they are satisfied; for the most part, that it 
furnishes the safest and best paper currency 
this country has ever had or is ever likely to 
have. On the other hand, one of the most effect- 


‘ive arguments in favor of remonetization is to 


be found in the fact that the restoration of 
the silver dollar will furnish the banks with 
an enlarged supply of legal-teuder money as 
reserves, and will persuade them to enter 
upon a more liberal policy of issuing circu- 
lating notes under the Free-Banking act than 
they dare adopt under the present condi- 
tions. It is a notorious fact that the Nat on- 
al Banks throughout che country have been 
contractiffg the volume of their circulating 
notes more and more every year for 
the past three or four years. Many 
of them have reduced their circulation to the 
minimum allowed by the law under which 
the National Banks are operated. This in- 
clination has prevailed, partly because there 
has been no profit in circulation at the high 
price of bonds and under the oppressive re- 
striction of requiring a deposit of $100 of 
bonds for $90 of circulation, and partly be- 
cause of the prospect of being compelled to 
redeem the National-Bank notes in gold 
alone. The successful and judicious remon- 
etization of silver will add $200,000,000 or 
800,000, 000 to the legal-tender money of 
the country within a short period; the ro- 
sources for reserve purposes will bo en- 
larged; the bills receivable and other assets of 
the banks will be enhanced in value; general 
confidence will receive a new impulse; the 
incubus of exclusive gold resumption will be 
removed; and the banks will gradually en- 
large their circulation, and thus add to the 
money-resources of the country. 

The real silver men do not want the 
country flooded with irredeemable green- 
backs, nor do they desire that these 
irredeemable greenbacks shall be made 
receivable for duties and payable for 
all debts, public and private. This 
means simply that all the Government 
bonds shall be paid in greenbacks, both in- 
terest and principal. Hence it involves the 
absurdity of paying off interest-bearing obli- 
gations with non-interest-bearing notes, and 
is simply equivalent to a man’s taking up his 
own note, which draws 6 per cent interest, 
whenever it becomes due, with another note 
bearing no interest and payable at no 
definite time in the future. All this ques- 
tion has been discussed sufficiently; iutelli- 
gent people long since became aware of the 
sophistry of the proposition, aud it is folly 
to incumber and confuse the silver question 
by revamping it. What is demanded is the 
original and reasonable right of paying 
debts, both public and private, in coin. 
which meant at the time of the pledge, and 
should mean now, silver as well as gold. 

Mr. Voonurrs and others like him are do- 
ing the movement for the remonetization of 
silver all the injury they can by lugging in 
their exploded fallacies. They furnish the 
gold-bugs the excuse for denouncing the 
silver movement as a fraud aud swindle, and 
their own vagaries, if carried out, would de- 
feat all the advantages which a legitimate 
remonetization of the silver dollar will pro- 
vide.

THE WAR. 

The end of the war as between Russia and 
Turkey daily grows nearer, and the policy of 
the Czar begins to be apparent. Adrianople 
has fallen into Russian hands, and the Turks 
are falling back in disorder upon Constanti- 
nople. The Russian army is advancing 
rapidly towards the Imperial City. and the 
Czarowitch’s forces and Gen. ZimMERMAN's 
corps in the Dobrudscha are also in motion. 
It is evident from this that the Czar intends 
to name the terms of peace in Constantino- 
ple, and it is intimated that after the terms 
are settled upon a grand review of the troops 
will take place in the city, and that they will 
then return through the Bosphorus and the 
Black Sea to Russia, evidently with the 
Turkish fleet for transportation. It is also 
evidert that Russia is bent upon making 
separate terms, without reference to the 
other Powers. What those terms may be it 
would be premature to discuss,—perhaps 
even useless to speculate upon. What 
they ought to be, however, is clear 
enough. Turkey should be partitioned 
off in such manner as to wipe her out as a 
Power in Europe. The autonomy of the 
Sclaves in Buigaria should be guaranteed. 
Servia should have her ancient dominion of 
Old Servia, Austria should be allowed to oe- 
cupy Bosnia and Herzegovina, Italy to have 
Albania, and Greece to take Epirus and 
Thessaly, while Russia might claim Armenia 
and a passage through the Dardaneiles into 
the Mediterranean, with a cession of the 
Turkish fleet as a mark of Ottoman estcem. 
Our latest dispatches indicate an expectation 
in London that such a partition will not take 
Place, and that Turkey will remain as a Eu- 
ropean Power, but the expectation has little 
foundation. Partitions of territory and rec- 
tifications of frontiers have followed every 
great European war. If Turkey is 
compelled to cede any portion of 
her territory to Russia, other Powers 
will stand by, ready to demand their portion. 
Any settlement of peace that does not per- 
manently release the Sclaves from Turkish 
despotism, end does not forever destroy Tur- 


key as a European Power, will inevitably be 
of only temporary value, and must entail 
future wars. The opportunity has now come 
to settle the Turkish question for all time, 
and itlought to be settled in tue interests of 
the future peace of Europe. Any settlement 
that would not only secure Sclavic independ- 
ence, but banish the Turk back to his Asiatic 
home, would be of benefit to modern civili- 
zation and pe the 2 of the world. 


There was printed in this paper ‘Saturday 
a transcript from the Commercial Agency of 
the list of failures of all kinds in the City 
of Chicago during the year 1877, with the 
amount of liabilities. The number of fail- 
ures was 412, and the aggregate indebtedness 
$30,857,988. The table is instructive in the 
wide range of business pursuits of the per- 
sons failiag. Taking out fifty-one cases 
where persons resorted to the Bankrupt 
Court to obtain clearances from old liabilities 
amounting to $3,402,631, we have for the 
currént failures of the year 361 cases hav- 
ing a liability of $27,455,307. In this list 
we have 2 dealers in agricultural imple- 
ments, 4 booksellers, 16 dealers in boots 
and shoes, 19 builders, 10 clothing houses, 6 
in crockery and glassware, 12 coal dealers, 8 
in dry goods, 7 druggists, 27 in groceries and 
teas, 31 in iron and hardware, owing over 
$2,000,000, 29 dealers in liquors, and various 
packers and provision men. There were also 
dealers in real estate owing $8,000,000, and 

various bankers and banks owing $7,662,000, 
—the last two classes owing more than half 
the whole sum of liabilities. 

This is not the result of a sudden and un- 
foreseen panic. It is not the result of spec- 
uiation nor of rash ventures. When the 
panic of 1873 struck the country it squeezed 
the water and the air out of all that was in- 
flated. Currency was then worth 90 cents, 
and the panie reduced all values to the coin 
standard. There the decline in values ought 
to have stopped. Brought to their value lu 
gold, all descriptions of property onght to 
have then maintained that value. But the 
decline did not stop there. Those wrecked 
by the general collapse of credit and the 
explosion of speculation passed into bank- 
ruptey. Some lingered along a while strug- 
gling, and then too gave up. The recovery 


was looked for as soon as the wreck could. 


be cleared away, and four years have come 
and gone, and the work of 1877 is before 
us with its terrible figures. From winter we 
looked forward to spring, and from spring to 
summer, expecting a turn in affairs and a 
revival in business; but season after scason 
has brought additional and continuous losses, 
aud no restoration or recovery. 

During these four years of declining trade 
the country has been biessed with large 
crops, —breadstuffs, provisions, and cotton. 
Despite the unusual event of four large crops 
in annual succession, the falling off in values 
has gone on. 

Why this extraordinary calamity which has 
fallen upon the country, reducing one-half 
the people to penury and want, even to 
actual starvation, arresting production, and 
rendering labor insufficient to support men 
in the necessaries of life? The explanation 
is to be found in the mad endeavor to in- 
crease the value of money and to decrease 
the value of property. The ordinary process 
of industry is to apply labor to the raw ma- 
terial, and sell the manufactured article at a 
profit on the cost of production. What is 
the process now? While labor is fashioning 
the article from the materials, the value of 
the finished product so declines that it is 
less than the cost of production. 
tan who buys a stock of goods 
in April finds that before he can 
sell‘one-half of them their value has so fallen 
that they will not ‘yield him enough to pay 
the notes given for their cost. This is not 
exceptional; it is the general rule. For 
three years we have been trading and labor- 
ing on a falling market. The falling in the 
value of labor and its products is the resnit 
of the increase in the value of money. The 
ingenuity of the money-lenders of the world 
has been devoted to the accomplishment of 
an end. They hold the debts of mankind, 
and hold a mortgage on the accumulations of 
the world’s labor. They have decided that 
metallic money is too cheap; that gold and 
silver will not purchase enough of this 
world’s goods; that the dollar does not pur- 
chase enough labor; and that the value of the 
money must be increased bythe reduction of 
its volume one-half. They have decided, 
therefore, that to increase the value of the 
metallic money it must be confined to gold 
exclusively, and that silver shall be univ.r- 
sally demonetized. Into this scheme the 
German Government was entrapped in 
1870, and began to put it into operation in 
1875, Our Government has fallen into the 
same scheme, and for the last three years 
has been laboring in all its departments to 
increase the value of money, and, as a con- 
sequence, to depreciate the value of every 
description of property, and of the product 
of labor. This policy is shown in the two 
measures : 

1. The demonetization of silver. 

2. The enforced resumption of specie-pay- 
ments in gold coin exclusively. 

On this question, unfortunately, the Ex- 


ecutive branch of the Government takes 


sides with the faction in Congress which rep- 
resents the money-lending and the mortgage- 
holding interest. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is the greatest bull in the gold mar- 
ket, and every means at his official disposal 
is employed to force an exclusive gold cur- 
rene on the country, and to depreciate all 
property,—tie accumulations of the in- 
dustry and thrift of the people. He is 
possessed of the insane idea that he can 
borrow gold erough in Europe with 
which to resume and maintain specie pay- 
meuts. He ignores the fact that the product 
of gold is declining, and that for two years 
Germany has been paymg from 6 to 10 per 
cent premium for gold. The moment he 
undertook to sell 4 per cent bonds for gold 
the sale of those bonds stopped. Every time 
Europe has to make gold payments to this 
country it sends Lome American bonds to be 
sold. All appeals or demands for gold are 
answered by the return of our bonds. But 
the policy of resumption in gold less than a 
year hence Is persisted in; the demonetiza- 
tion of silver is insisted upon so far that it 
is sémi-oflicially auhounced that, if Congress 
shall pass the Silver bill, the President will 
put the national will at defiance and veto the 
bill. If silver shall not be remonetized 
then the value of gold will continue to in- 
crease. Every nation in Europe is board- 
ing every ounce it can get hold of; Ger- 
many is now vainly offering 10 per cent 
premium for it. A year hence the gold dol- 
lar will equal in ali kinds of property as much 
as would have conumanded $1.59 in gold in 
1874. Money of the country will have ad- 
vanced 50 per cent, and the value of all 
other property will have declined even to a 
greater extent. The farm that in 1874 would 
have satisfied a debt of $10,000in gold in 1879 
will not pay more than one-half or one- 
third that debt. To this general revolu- 
tion of values the country is drifting, and 
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the Government is waiting with seeming im- 
patience for the general wreck and ruin 
which are inevitable. 

The long list of failures, even after elipi- 
nating the frauds and thefts, tells the story of 
the fall in values. The $30,000,000 of in- 
debtedness represents property actually held 
and mostly 4 my since 1873. The sum 
representing difference between this 
$30,000,000 and the present value of that 
property is the sum of the shrinkage 
which has taken place. This ‘shrinkage is 
still going on, and during the year which 
stands between the present and the day of 
resumption it will progress with accelerated 
rapidity, until next January there will be 
that general prostration and utter ruin 
which will arrest business, Government, 
labor, and society. Must the country stand 
still and not protest? Must the people 
remain idle and witness the decay and 
shriveling going on and lift no hand to cor- 
reot them? Will Congress or the Pres ident, 
in the face of all this, brave the whole poop le, 
and mock and taunt them in their distress ? 

It is but proper to say, in connection with 
these figures, that of the $30, 000, 000 liabili- 
ties charged up against the year 1877, in this 
city, the following items, to a large extent, 
cannot fairly be included among the com- 
mercial failures :

MONETARY LEGISLATION OF THE NINE- 
TEENTH CENTURY. 
A review of the legislation by other civil- 


ized nations since 1800, with regard to the 
monetary standards, will throw the light of 
facts upon the debate now in progress in the 
United States. ‘The first country to legislate 
about the standards was France. The law 
of March 28, 1803, made the silver five-franc 
piece the monetary standard, provided for 
the coinage of both gold and silver at the 
ratio of 15} to 1, and stipulated that, if the 
force of circumstances made it necessary to 
change the proportion, the gold coins only 
should be changed. Underthis law, France 
cained until 1850 three times as much silver 
as gold. 

In 1816 England adopted gold as the 
standard of coinage, and Holland, in the 
same year, made silver its standard. In 
1825 Holfand returned to the gold stand. 
ard. Sardinia in 1826, and Belgium iu 1832, 
made the French law their own. During 
these changes by other nations, the German 
States held fast to the silver standard. This 
diversity of action added a great deal to the 
stability of the bullion market. The colo- 
nies of England did net follow the Mother 
Country, but retained the silver standard. 
This was true, and remains sv, of the East 
Indies, as well as China and the rest of 
Asia. The usage of the East Indies was 
made legal by a law of 1835, expressly 
declaring silver to be the standard of the 
country. The Dresden Money Conference 
of 1838 regulated the money of the South 
German States on the silver basis, 

In 1838, gold was freely coined in Holland. 
The Netherland Bank then declared against 
gold on account of its inferior stability, and 
in 1845 the coinage of gold was suspended. 
In 1847, after much opposition, from the 
Chambers, gold was demonetized. 

In 1848, gold was discovered in California. 
Holland, after adopting the silver standard, 
threw large amounts of gold on the market. 
The Belgians at the same time put gold out of 
circulation, and Switzerland placed itself un- 
der the French system, without its provisions 
with regard to the coinage of gold. A great 
movement took place in the exchange of the 
new gold for the silver coins of France, Bel- 
gium, and Italy, which were exported as sil- 
ver bullion to Asia. This acted (1) to keep 
gold and silver steadier than under any mon- 
ometallic system, and (2) to stimulate trade 
between Europe and Asia. Silver became 
scarcer and scarcer in France and neighbor- 
ing countries. More and more gold was 
coined, and the silver five-franc pieces were 
changed into Indian rupees. 

At this time the German States united on 
the Vienna Money Convention of Jan. 24, 
1857. The silver standard was the one es- 
tablished by the Vienna Congress, although 
Austria had strenuously proposed the gold 
standard; but the Vienna Convention allow- 
ed the coinage of gold trade coins. These 
were crowns—fifty of which should be 
equivalent to a pound of fine gold—and half- 
crowns. The experience of Belgium at this 
period offers a striking instance of the dan- 
gerous inconveniences of a single standard. 
The merchants, manufacturers, capitalists, 
and tradesmen of that country experienced 
the greatest annoyance, and suffered consid- 
erable loss from the fact that silver was the 
only metal coined in that country, although 
all around it, and in the closest conuection 
with it, were nations using gold and silver. 


gold. 
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which, later, were joined by Greece. Its 
original purpose was to regulate the issue of 
subsidiary coins in each State, and to give 
the coins of cach of the member States free 
circulation in all the other States of the 
Union. But in 1873 Belgium asked and ob- 
tained the right of suspending or limiting 
the coinage of the full legal-tender five-franc 
pieces, and in the annual meeting of 1874 
the coinage of the five-franc pieces was lim- 
ited for all the members of the Latin Union. 
Every year the delegates of the Latin Union 
meet and fix the amount of silver to be 
coined by each State. But the gold and 
silver coins still circulate in these countries 
side by side, and ase coined on the basis of 
159 to 1. 

Just before the war of 1866, this was the 
condition of the standards in Europe: En- 
gland had the gold standard. Its dependen- 
cies the silver standard. The Latin Union 
had the double standard, with a limited coin- 
age of silver. France, according to the law 
of 1803, had nominally only the silver stand- 
ard; but in all these most of the circulation 
was gold, althcugh the amount of silver 
coined and in circulation was large. 

The, countries under the Vienna Conven- 
tion had the silver standard, with a gold 
trade money, which had not been coined to a 


large amount. 

The war of 1866 put an end to the Vienna 
Convention. 

The German “ money. reform,“ which be- 
gau in 1871, and ended in 1873 with the de- 
monetization of silver, was undertaken by 
the Government without any intention of 
making gold the single monetary standard of 
the country. The Government stated its 
purpose distinctly to be to form an Imperial 
coin currency iu place of the confused and 
clashing currencies of the various States, 
and to use for this purposo a part of the 
French indemnity. Bat the Government 
was carried along by the Imperial Diet into 
the demonetization of silver. The laws ef- 
fecting this were the enaetment of Dec. 4, 


1871, authorizing an Imperial gold coinage 


and preparing for the withdrawal of legal- 
tender silver from circulation, and that of 
Jnly 9, 1873, providing for the issue of a 
subsidiary silver Imperial currency, and giv- 
ing the Imperial Government the powers 
necessary to demonetize silver. The Im- 
perial Government under this authority has 
demonetized a part of the old silver curren- 
cy, but the largest part of the silver has not 
Leen demonetized or withdrawn, and remains 
in circulation as legal-tender. 

Fully to comprehend the meaning of these 
facts, We must remember that between 1850 
aud 1860 Californian and Australian gold 
flooded Europe. The action of France in 
adhering to its standard at this crisis was 
most important. The silver coins of France 
were expelled by the cheaper gold, which 
came into general circulation. France turns 
aside to n great extent the danger of a dis- 
turbance of the money standards, never more 
serious than then, and through its opposition 
to the attempts to demonctize gold saves the 
bullion market from the most dangerous 
fluctuations. 

Between 1860 and 1870, the Latin Union 
was founded on a bi-metallic basis. The 
demonetization of silver begins to be talked 
of in France. The representative of Austria 
in the negotiations which were to have con- 
ducted it into the Latin Union exerted his in- 
fluence in favor of these efforts to demonetize 
silver. The France-German war follows. 
After 1870 we see the German Reichstag 
force the Government to accept the ex- 
clusive gold standard. Slowiy, and step 
by step, with a continually-sinking silver 
market, the Government proceeds. The 
members of the Latin Union immediately 
limit their silver coinage. The value of -sil- 
ver sinks extraordinarily low, till the ratio of 
silver do gold has sunk from 15.5 to 1 to 19 
to 1. Finally, the silver market begins to re- 
cover. Production has nothing to do with 
this turn: that is still against the price of 
silver; it is induced only by commercial con- 
ditions and legislative regulations. In reciting 
this history of European coinage laws, Surss 
shows that with these fluctuations public 
and private property fluctuates. Great dam- 
age is done without much good to any one. 
The uncertainty has become a general ca- 
lamfty, which the recent improvementin the 
silver market has but partially bettered. Per- 
sons of the the greatest experience in mone- 
tary matters, such as Suess and Cernuscui,and 
bodies of the rank of the Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce, unite in calling for au inter- 
national Congress to regulate the standards. 
If that is not feasible, silver should be made 
the standard with a concurrent coinage of

Gibbs’ Midwinter Trip 
to Trego County. 


Pleasant Weather--- Winter - Wheat--- 
Old Fort Dowaer-—The Smoky- 
Hill Valley.

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Wa-Kernpy, Trego Co., Kas., Jan. 14— 
Presuming fhat many of the readers of Tun 
TRIBUNE who are thinking of immigrating to 
Kansas will be interested in knowing what kind 
of a winter-climate to expect, J venture to give 
them the benelit of my expérience in this my 
midwinter trip to this State. 
Leaving Clucago on the morning of the ben 
inst., II o'clock of the next morning found us 
at Leavenworth, and a further ride of fifteen 
hours brought us to this place, 320 miles west 
of the Missouri River, and about an equal dis- 
tunc from Denver. The weather for the eu- 
tire trip was pleasant as could possibly be, and 
farmers al! along the route, but especially 
throughout Northwestern Missouri and through 
this State, were busy gathering their corn, of 
whiclra great deal is yet standing in the fields. 
Through these States an 
UNUSUAL BREADTH OF WINTER-WITEAT 
has been sown, which seems in the üncst possi- 
bie condition. In seme localities it seemed as 
if almost the whole country was in wheat,—the 
greeu fields stretehing as faras the eye could 
reach,—with its bright-green color giving more 
the appearance of May than of January. The 
ground here has been frozen to a few inches iu 
depth since about Jan. 1. Up to that time, now- 
ever, farmers were busy plowing, and some 
breaking prairie for crops next scason. A tew 
inches of snow fell about New Year’s, but dis- 
appeared in a few days, and the ground is now 
as bare as in October, giving good roads ana 
splendid driving across the country in anwdirec- 
tion. During the past four days have 
driven more than 100 miles, exploring the coun- 
try, being out from morning to nigut, without 
convenience or discomfort. Of course, on 
such trips at this scason of the year one dresses 
warmiy, and has a good outfit of robes and 
blaukets. While we are enjoying such open, 
clear, sunny, and moderate weather here, at 100 
miles east the road is blockaded with snow. 
no train from the cast having reached bere for 
nearly forty-cight hours. 
On Saturday our trip was southwest to the 
site of 
OLD FORT DOWNER, 
fifteen miles diatance in the Smoky-Hill Vai- 
ley, and on the line of the old Butteriieid stage- 
route; thence east along the Smoky Valley 
some cight miles; tacnece north about twelve 
miles to this piace. The stone walls of the fort 
are still standing, affording us shelter, while 
we ate our dinner, from the wind, which 
was blowing pretty ‘strong. There were 
also the remains of the sod- 
houses used as barracks for the soldiers’ quar- 
tered there. This fort was but temporary in 
its character and construction, was designed as 
a protection to the stage-route, and was aban- 
-doned when the railroad was completed. Gov. 
Bross, of Tus Trisung, will remember it as 
one of the stopping-places on his stage-ride 
across the Continent. 
On my previous visit to this place I did not 
have an opportunity to study the character of 
THE SMOKY-HILL VALLEY 
as I have had in this; and I have been wonder- 
fully impressed with its character and agricult- 
urai capabilities. The course of the streams 
in this country is from west to east,—the 
ground sloping up gradually from each to the 
divide,—a somewhat elevated table-land. 
The next stream north of the Smoky, in this 
county, is Big Creek,—a small strearn running 
parallel with the river road, and about three 
miles south of it. From this stream the 
slope to the divide between it and the Smoky is 
comparatively short. The divide is broad, 
spreading out in a gentiy-undulating table- 
land, unbroken by ravines or bluffs, but slop- 
“ng down into the Smoky Valley, which is from 
fifteen to twenty miles in width, sloping gently 
irom either sige to the river,—the northern 
slope having a southern, and the southern slope 
a northern exposure. * , 
Immediately on leaving the divide the soil 
assumes a different character, becoming a 
sandy loam, instead of simply loam,—being 
regular valley or second-bottom lands. I can 
now understand, as I never could before, why 
Western men have gone into 
SUCH EXTRAVAGANCES OF LANGUAGE 
(as I have always regarded it) in their descrip- 
tions of the Arkausas, Smoky-Hill, Kansas, 
Salomon, and Republican Vaileys. Let a man 
stand on the edge of the divide and see a slope 
extending ten miles to the river, and another of 
equal width on the opposite side, over which 
he could run a breaking-plow without meeting 
an obstruction for the whole distance; and 
realize that every acre is capable, with reason- 
able culture, of producing tweuty bushels of 
wheat, or from forty to sixty busnels of corn; 
and that countiess herds of cattle are being 
grazed here the entire year, without being fed a 
pound of hay or grain; and he will no . 
wonder at the strong language in which West- 
ern men clothe their descriptions of these 
valley-lands, — though, for general agricultural 
purposes, I honestly think the upland 
prairies are fully their equal. The same char- 
acter of valicy-lands exists along all the 
streams, though much narrower on the others 
I have seen. | 
The advance-guard of the 
GENERAL WAVE OF IMMIGRATION 
which this country is to receive the coming vear 
has already reached here, and I was surprised. 
takiug into account the season of the year, at 
the numbers I met on the trains, either coming 
with their families to settle at once or making 
the trip to examine the country, in some cases 
as the agents of fifteen to twenty-five families, 
who were ready to move as soon as a favorable 
location was reported. 
On reaching this place, where last fall there 
were only a railroad-station and some four or 
five families, [found quite a populous com- 
munity,—quite a number of families and youn 
men having been added to the population, an 
others coming almost every day. A store 
and two boarding-houses have been opened; 
a hotel nearly completed; lumber bere and on 
tbe way for other substantial buildings; and 
meu of means and influence trom the older 
States, and the eastern portion of this, buying 
lands preparatory to opening farms or engaging 
in business in the spring. 
A committee of the solid men of Boston, of 
Which Mr. Matthew Smith is Chairman, were 
here a few days since looking for a large tract of 
land on which to plant 
A NEW-ENGLAND COLONY, | 
on plans similar to those which I have advocated 
in Tus Tripung. They had been over the 
Union Pacitic and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Roads; and, 1 am told, expressed 
themseives as better pleased with this 
country than any other they have visited. 
Their organization is styled “The Board in 
Aid of Land-Ownership”; and their plan is to 
render aid to families of good character who 
lack the means to make a settlement upon lands 
without aid. I shall watch their movements 
with great interest, as I look to them to demon- 
strate the fact that capitalists can engage in 
such plans of colonization 4s a business enter- 
prise, and, while rendering aid to deserving 
families to secure homes at the same time to 
receive profitab® returns from their invest- 
ment. 
WITHOUT SUCH LINE, 
much as I desire that poor men shonld secure 
homes upon lands, I cannot advise those with- 
out means to attempt to immigrate to this 
country. For, while Government lands can be 
bad for the taking, without some ‘means to 
build a cheap house, to procure a team, tools, 
and seed, and some resources for support till 
crops can be raised, the poor man is but little 
better off with than without his land. 
A great many claims on Government lands 
are being taken under the law of Congress for 
the encouragement of the planting of timber in 
prairie-countries, and which gives to any person 
160 acres of Goverument lands on condition 
that he shal! plant one-fourth of it (forty acres) 
in timber-trees, twelve feet apart, within four 
years, and cultivate and care for the same for a 
period of eight years. A bill has recently been 
introduced in Congress to amend the law by re- 
ducing the area to ten acres, to be planted four 
feet apart. avd cultivated fora period of ten 
years. Both the existing law and the proposed

The Roumanians are asking 
themselves what compensation they are likely 
to get in return for the sacrifices which they have 
made by taking the field with the Russians. If 
they lose this piece of Bessarabia and do not re- 
ceive the Dobrudja in lieu thereof, they will 
have nothing beyond their independence to 
reray their exvenditure in men and money; 
and, as they were practically free before the 
war began, their reward for services in the fiela 
will have little reality about it. This piece of 
Bessarabia is but of siight practical value to the 
Roumanpians at present, but the building of the 
projected railway from Galatz and Belgrade to 
the Biack Sea, with the consequent openi of 
a Roumanian seaport, would render this other- 
wise valueless piece of country, a very im- 
portant one. The surveys have been made for 
this railway, and an English company of con- 
tractors have been in negotiation with the 
Roumanian Government during more than 
two years for its construction; but 
the financial difficulties of the Govern- 
meut have hitherto prevented the closing of a 
contract. The Conservative party here declare 
that Prince Charles and his Ministers will find 
it very embarrassing to present themselves to 
the Chambers after this ruinously expensive 
war if they lose their Bessarabian piece of ter- 
ritory and get nothing as a quid pro quo except 
the formal acknowledgment of their independ- 
ence. 

Jan. 4.—The recent intimation from the Rus- 
sian capital re ing the Bessarabian terri- 
tory now in Roumanian possession, referred 
to in my telegram of yesterday, has not 
yet become known here outside of official 
circles, and, therefore, ne comments are heard 
upon this subject tending to excite Rou- 
manian sentiment. A cession of part of the 
Doprudja, including the Tchernavoda-Kus- 
tendje Railway and the Biack Sea at its 
southern terminus, might be considered a quid 
pro quo, although the diflicuity of passing prod- 
uce over the Danube would be considered as de- 
tracting very seriously from the value of the 
new territory; but as the cession of territory 
south of the Danube to Roumania will be strenu- 
ously opposed, in all probability, by the Porte, 
we may see this Principality come out of the 
war with nothing but its recognized independ- 
ence as a recompense for ite expenditure of men 
and money in behalf of the Russian cause. 
Perhaps, indeed, the Roumanians may have their 
territory lessened without any equivalent ad- 


that the war has done much to rouse a national 
feeling among Roumanians, and to dissipate the 
lethargy which had settled over the peuple and 
prevented anything like a feeling of activity 
or enterprise in the country. Should this 
awakening of the nation prove of a permanent 
character, the Roumanians can well afford to 
lose the swampy sands of their Bessarabian ter- 
ritory, and still have reason to be satistied with 
their independence and this reawakened national 
life and enterprise as the result of their sacrifices 


in the campaign.

CROSSING THE DANUBE. 


Great Interruption from Ice. 
_ dispatch te London. Times. 

Bucnanxsr, Jan.4.—Communications between 
Roumania and Bulgaria are still interrupted, 
aud will probably remain in this condition until 
the flow of ice ceases. The smail steam lauuch- 
es that the Russians have placed on the Danube 
are too small to carry horses and wagons, and it 
is very doubtful if they are powerful enough to 
tow a raft capable of transporting any consider- 
able weight of material through the floating ice 
now incumbering the surface of the river. 

The weather continues clear and very cold, 
and the ice will, in all probability, flow as long 
as the present low temperature lasts. 

The Russians will now be compelled to draw 
heavily on the produce stored by the troops, and 
should the Danube continue impassable for any 
length of time the reserve villages will be so 
effectually stripped of supplies that a second 
interruption of transit over the Danube Will en- 
tail the most serious consequences. 

Communications between Roumania and Bul- 
garia are still interrupted, and no supplies can 
cross the river. The officials are so reticent here 
on this subject that it is difficult to obtain any 
details regarding the state of things along the 
river; but the fact that there are no commun 
cations and that no definite date can be fixed 
when they will be resumed is well known here. 
LateR—The ice continues float down in 
great quantities, and the Nikopol bridge has 
been taken up to f revent ite being swept away. 
The Petroshani structure is broken, but at- 
tempts will be made to restore it when the 
shoals of descending ice have ceased. The situ- 
ation on the Danube is no worse than might 
have been anticipated when the careless im- 
providence of the Russians in not making any 
efforts to provide for such contingencies is 
taken into account. One or two ferry-boats, 
such as are used ou the Hudson and East Rivers 
at New York, could have been constructed lu 
halt the time that bas elapsed siace the Rus- 
sians crossed the Danube, and these. would 
transport twenty wagons each through any ice 
that ever formed on the river, besides carrying 
2,000 men and a great quantity of supplies. The 
time consumed in crossing the river would not 
exceed five minutes, including starting ard 
landing, and therefore one such ferry-boat would 
suffice lor the transport purposes of the Russian 
Intendance Department whenever the state of 
the river prevented the use of the ‘ordinary 
pontoon The Russian engineers chose 
to adovt a stronger form of pontoon, with an ice 
breaker onthe end, and then left these pon- 
toons lying at Simnitza until the ice broke up 
the summer They exidently acted on 
the idea that when the weather was favorable 
the old bridges were good enough, and when 
the weather was bad the new ones could not 
be put down. | 
‘Lwenty-six thousand sick men are reported 
from Bulgaria, and the supplies are inadequate 
for the occasion; but this nuntber probably in- 
cludes the invalids among the Turkish 
still remaining on the other side of river. 
The Russian authorities are manifesting great 
concern for the captives, and appear apprehen- 
sive lest the heavy percentage of deaths among

fe among these is due, primarily 
of kee to thes storm, which could not 
be foreseen; and, secondly, to the same want 
of common foresight in the Russian Staff which 
causes useless annoyance and often real misery 
among their own troops. 

Apropos of the preseut state of the Turkish 
prisoners in the hands of the Russians, I may 
state that I was told to-day by one who be- 
longed to the Kars gart zon during the si in 
the Crimean war, that after the fall of that for- 
tress the Turkish Redils were allowed to to 
their homes; and, being caught iu the Soghanli 
Mountains during a heavy storm, 4,000 of them 


perished. 

A number of Turkish officers are on parole 
here, and are often seen in the streets. The 
Roumanians and the Moslem prisoners appear 
to get on admirably together. Startling esti- 
mates of the number of captives who died on 
the march to Bucharest are given, but I refrain 
from mentioning the statistics, as they are not 
yet fully authenticated. The prisoners are for- 
warded from here to in small detach- 
ments by railway.

Mr. Bernardo Boretti offered the following 
series of resolutions aud they were unanimously 
adopted: 

The Italians of the Colony of Chicago, in mass- 
meeting assembled, for the purpose of offering a 
tribute of reverence aud sorrow tothe memory of 
the magnanimous King Victor Emmanuel II., ap- 
prove the following resolutions: - | 


the universal grief occasioned by the death of 
King Victor Emmanuel ip Italy and the remainder 
of the civilized glove. | 

Iu the death of the first King of Italy we deplore 
the loss of the founder of our independ- 
ence and of the wational unity, whose 
power nated not from conquest nor 
from feudal right, but from the affection of the 
Italian people. That people. by means 
of universal suffraye, overthrew those 
rujers by whom they had deen for 
so long a period oppressed and by an almost nnan- 
imous vote called bim and his dynasty to the throne 
of united Italy. 

In bim we deplore thé loss of the soldier King, 
the hero of Italian — — who, at the head 
of his armies, combatted valorously in the patties 
of his country, in behalf of which he often risked 
his crown and his life. In him we lament the loss 
of the citizen-King, who, for his undeviating devo- 
tion to the national cause and for his fidelity to his 
religion and his oath aliegiance well 
merited the title of ne Galant uomo. He 
was a constitutionb! King and never 
violated the limits of his authority as defined by 
the Constitution, but Always remained a scrupa- 
lous observer of the righis of the citizens as well 
as of the laws of a parliamentary government. 

In him we lament the joss of a brave King who, 
in bringing about the unity of Italy, bad the cour- 
age to strike down the tempora) wer of tne 
Pope, emancipating in this manner the Holy See 
from its bondage to the European Powers, thus

ome once more the capital of Italy.

SPOTTED-TAIL AGENCY. 
LAST EVENING MR. JOSEPH BOSLER, 
one of the well-known Indiau beet contracting 
firm of Bosler Brothers, of Carlisie, Pa., arrived 
in this city fresharom Spotted-Tail Ageney, and 
put up at the Sherman House, where a Trisuse 
reporter shortly after met him. Messrs. Bosler 
furnish Standing Rock, Cheyenne, Crow Creek, 
Red Cloud, Lower Prule, Yankton, Spotted 
Tail, and Santee Ageucies with their beef, 
using about 25,000 head of cattle angually, 
which amount in value to about 8560,00. As 
Mr. Bosler had just left Snotted-Tail Afency, 
the reporter thought a little information from 

that point might be in order. 

Mr. Bosler stated that on the 14th inst) a tell 
egram had been gent East to the press which 
alleged that there hal been an uprising at Spot- 
ted Tail Agency, and that Spotteu TaiPhad shot 
two of the insurgents. There was no truth 
whatever in this. On the contrary, everything 
had Deen peaceful and quiet there, and not the 
least. spirit of rebellion had been shown bv the 
Indians, though they were all dissatisfied with 
the Upper Missouri country, and, when Mr. Bos- 
ler left, the indians said that they would remain 
there but two moous longer. The indians 
have a legend about the Missouri River 
to the effect that it is bad water, and that 
nothing near it flourishes,—in short, that it is 
bad medicine. This ycar the weather has been 
peculiarly bad, and the Indians seem to cherish 
the idea that the old legend has proven but too 
truce. They are willing to stay where tliey are 
this winter, but in the spring they want to go 
to Tongue River. The reservation is between 
400 and 500 square miles in extent. A great 
many of the Indians leit during the removal to 
this section trom the old Spotted Tail 
Agency. ‘Phe Indians are not dissatis- 
fied with their Agents or their treat- 
ment by them and the Government, but 
only with the country. The original count of 
the Spotted-Tall band was 7,000; now but 5,500 
answer to roll-call, thus showing that 1,500 have 
Ceserted, Some are supposed to have gone to 
other Agencies, but it is presuméd that the ma- 
jority have gone to join Sitting-Buli, mm the land 
of the Queen. Another cause for grumbhng, 
and which has given rise to much dissatisfaction, 
is the fact that the Iadlaus lost nearly 1,000 
ponies, which. died by exposure this winter. 
Spatted-Tail’s band own about 15,000 head of 
horses, and are considered “remarkably wealthy 
in this respect. The loss of their ponies has 
only convinced them more than ever 
that the Missouri River is bad medianme, The 
greatest trouble among the Iudians arises from 
the Squaw men, as they call them. They are 
the lazy aud wurthiess whites who get in with 
them and marry squaws, and live off the rations 
which their redskin wives draw from Uncle 
Samacl. The Yankton Indians at Fort Randall 
and the Spotted Tails are creat friends. Think- 
int to make a little capital. Incian-like, the 
former concluded that they would give a 
grand dog-feast, and. if their hearts 
were good, present their visitors with 
Aome ponies, which are the Indian idea of 
wealth. The more ponies an Indian owns the 
richer he is. Now the Spotted Talis are 
fond of qua corn. Fortwo years they have 
not enjoyed a feast of this, and the Yanktons

the feast arrived and 200 dogs, mixed with the 
equaw-corn, were boiling inthe huge pots. The 
Spotted Tails came in grand style. For two 
days they feasted on “ biled pup, and then the 
visistors were about to depart, and before doing

tainers. There is an old interpreter at the 
Yankton Agency whose name Alexander 
Young. Alexander had a half-breed nephew 
who owned a very scaly horse, and Young 
urged him to present him to Spotted Tail's son.

Some days after, the Spotted Tails 1 1 
the Vanktons at a dog-eating match. While in 
the dance, just before’ leaving, Spotted-Tail’s 
son discovered the half-breed who had given 
him the conglomeration of skin and bones. It 
was annuity day. Young Spotted-Tail took 
that fellow-aside, gave him six good pomes, a 
suit of clothes, an overcoat, a woolen-shirt, a 
pair of boots, and 86 in money. When be re- 
turned home and told his good 4uck to Alex, 
the latter only responded, I told youso. I 
knew what I was doing.“ 

Ked Cloud Agency is about seventy miles 
from the Missouri River, and here the Indians 
are as much dissatisfied as at the other points, and 
some of the young bucks are quictly slipping 
away from time to time and going North to 
join Sitting Bull. All the Indians at these two 
Agencies hope to be moved further north in the 
spring.

ALLEGED FORGERY. 

In November, 1868, Mary C. Morse bought of 
one M. J. Dudley Lots 1, 2, 3, 6, and 7, in Crane 
& Mead’s subdivision of 7.92 acres south of 
Cleaverville, in Hyde Park. She immediately 
took possession, and has since lived on the 
property with her husband, N. C. Morse. In 
the spring of 1875 she had an examination made 
on the abstract books as to her title, when she 
was surprised to learn that a deed had been re- 
eorded July 2, 1874, purporting to have been 
made by Mary Z. Morse, maid, and conveying 
the above property to John C. Hunter for the 
cousideration of $12,000. This deed Mrs. Morse 
characterizes as a forgery, gotten up to cheat 
her out of her proberty or cloud her title there- 
to. She does not know Hunter, never made 
any such deed herself, and never authorized any 
one to make it for her, and she now asks that 
this pretended deed may be canceled and the 
cloud on her title removed.

‘THE FARM AND GARDEN. 


The Fruit Uninjured—The Open Winter a 
General Disappointment—Annual Taxes— 
Good Roads Again—Protecting and Prun- 
ing Grape-Vines—The Coddling-Moth— 
The Farmers’ Institute—A Difficult Mat- 
ter—Cause and Cure for Hard Times—An 
Anomaly. 

From Our Own Uorresvondent. * 

CHAMPAIGN, III., Jan. 19.— The fears of many 
farmers and fruit-growers, that the open and 
warm weather of the winter thus far would 
prove injurious to fruit and winter-grain, have 
about passed away. It is not often that we see 
strawberries in this latitudein full bloom on 
Christmas, nor roses budding in the or en air: 
but such was the case this year. The cold 
weather has, however, checked the swelling 
buds of the fruit-trees, so that, unless we have 
very warm weather, and afterward late frosts, 
we may reasonably expect a good fruit-crop. 

THE OPEN WINTER 

will probably have a bad effect on the soil. In- 

stead of turning up dry and friable next spring, 

we may expect to see our furrows full of clods 
and lumps, which will be like dry lumps of flour 
in a pudding, and render the surrounding soil 
barren and useless. It is, however, rather 
soon to begin grumbling, because there is yet 
plenty of time for our flelds to freeze down to 
the average depth, and. the soil being wet, the 
the frost will open the surface, let in the air, 
and areate and enrich the upper strata sufli- 
ciently to enable us to raise very large crops. 

A GENERAL DISAPPOINTMENT 

pervades the farmers of the Northwest at the 

unexpected poor resulte of the crops of 1877. 

Although, in some localities, the crops of small 

grain were fully up to the average, yet a large 

area, especially of Illinois, failed to produce 
suflicient wHeat for home-consumption. The 
corn-crop in our largest corn-regions will not 
greatly exceed one-half an average in bushels, 
while the quality is very inferior. A gentle man 
who loans a great deal of money on real est ate 

in this and adjoining counties, informed us, a 

few days since, that, in his opinion, the surplus 

crops in Central Illinois would not pay the in- 
terest on mortgages and the taxes for 1877. We 
cannot but think that he underestimates; yet 
we daily see men who supposed that they would 
have corn enough to sell to pay their debts, ad- 
mit that they haven't more than enough left to 
feed their teams, and their debts are still un- 
paid. Anotner thing that adds tothe general 
depression is, that 

THE ANNUAL TAXES 
fall due at the wrong time of the year. All 
farm-produce is usually at its cheapest stage 
at this season, and forcing from necessity large 
quantities of grain upon the market gives 
dealers a chance to lower prices, Winter-rates 
on all produce shipped over the railways are yet 
in operation, and take from three to five cents 
from the priee of every bushel of corn, which 
otherwise*would go to aid the farmer. We think 
it would be a wise policy to make the taxes come 
due in August, and add a percentage for the 
first two months afterward in case they are not 
paid,—holding the sale of delinquent lands in 
December, instead of in Juneas is now done. 
GOOD ROADS AGAIN. 

Tue Tumors is doing a good work in agitat- 
ing this subject; but, after all that has been 
said, this fact remains that neither gravel or 
dirt roads can be made so that they will be good 
during long scasons of rainy weather, suca as 
we have just passed through, if there is any 
considerable travel over them. S0 long as the 
water runs off freely, the road-bed will remain 
solid; but constant poaching with animals’ feet 
soon forms mortar-beds, that only grow deeper 
the more they are stirred. In a very few lo- 
calities it may be possible to find gravel,—as, 
for instance, along tbe Mississippi; but nine- 
tenths of the people of the West will have tuo 
content themselves with using dirt-roads. By 
draining off the water, a great improvement 
can be made, and the reads rendered passable 
during a greater portion of the year. 

PROTECTING AND PRUNING GRAPE-VINES. 

Mr. George W. Campbeil, of Delaware, O.,— 
than whom a better authority does not exist,— 
says in relation to protecting and pruning the 
vine: 

Tze lesson of the past is, that we should always 

give thorough winter-protection. We should al- 

ways prune as soon as the leaves fall, then lay 

our sines on the ground, and throw over them a 

few shovelfuis of earth. While we have greatly 

— — our grapes by hybridizing, we have not 
ruduced vines of good constitution and hardi- 

ness, and none of them are yet fit for general vine- 
yard-culture. He described a namber of the new 
seedlings that he considered worthy of further 
trial. He stated that raising new varieties from 
seed, while a slow process, he believed would be 
likely to produce a hardy and valuable vine. 

In our vaituable climate, with so much freez- 
ing and thawingin winter, we cannot be certain 
of acrop of this noble fruit without protecting 
the canes. While on this subject, we desire to 
‘call the attention of those who have vines to 
the necessity of supplying the soil with stima- 
lants of sume kind. Waere rotten wood, ashvs, 
or decaving leaves can be had, they willbe found 
excellent. — ry stabie-manure 18 also, 
rood, and it mav™be spread over the surface 
now without detriment to the vines. 

One of tue most insidious and expensive ene- 
mies of the orcitardist is the 

CODDLING-MOTH, 

which does its work silently and effectually. 
There is no insect so easily destroyed as this, 
because it hides itscif on the body of the tree 
which produces the fruit upon which its larvae 
preys. One of the most effective ways for the 
orcharadist to rid himseif of the pests is by trap- 
ping. The -ollowing* account is from the New 
‘York Jimes, aud te!ls just how to do it, except 
that the write®.negiects to mention that the 
bands shouid be * ‘ked tothe trees shortly alter 
the apples have unto grow, and that the 
larra will begin to transform early in June, or 
earlier or later accordi ft latitude. 

Atarecent meeting of tee Western New York 
Farmers’ Club, Mr. Greeum related his experi- 
ence with the coddling or appie-muth He had 
followed fruit-raising mgny yeas, and had come 
to the conclusion that be mast deltroy the insects 
or they would destroy bis fruit. ‘ne codaling- 
worm had damazed his apples this rear to the 
amount of 83. 000. Had experimented to learn the 
nature and habits of the insect. Exvesed the 
magzot to a temperature of 2 degrees below 
zero, and upon taking it into a warm room it 
soon revived; but wet was disastrous td if. 
Last fall carefully scraped his trees, but 
it did not rid him of the pests, for they appeared tn 
great numbers the past summer. Hatched out the 
enges in boxes, and watched the worms to 
see what they preferred to hide in to en- 
ter the pupa state. First put in per, and 
afterwards cotton; and observed that they left the 
‘paper fur the cotton, and spun their cocoons 
therein. He then made bands of pasteboard, three 
inches wide and a yard long, which he lined with 
cotton flannel two inches wide, tacking the bands 
around the trees with a small carpet-tack. He firat 
tried them to sce where the worms come from. 
putt.na three bands around the trunk of the tree. He 
found a number of worms in both the upper and 
lower bands, but none in the middle, showing 
that some leave the apples on the tree. and otners 
alter they fail to the ground. He watched tne ap- 
pies after they dropped from tae tree to see when 
the worms moved, and learned that they invariably 
move in the night. *o that poultry would be of 
little use m destroying them. When they left the 
apple, they wouid crawl from their hole, raise 
their heads, and look around, and then make 
straighi forthe nearest tree, roaming over it in 
search of a pees hiding-place. Will not crawl 
under loose bark unless some part of it ww fast to 
the tree, so as zo shelter them from the sain. In 
the antumn theßs will go to the fences, crawling 
into very smali Grevices, and seek various other 
hiding places. .

CAUSB AND CURE OF HARD TIMES. 

The lecture which elicited the most attention 
was that of Dr. Gregory, tue Regent of the 
University, who, it must be confessed, is a good 
speaker and entitied to consiicration. From 
what we can gican, the Doctor's theory of the 
causes of hard times is the destruction of such 
enormous values by the late War,—amounting, 
as he estimates it, to one-third the capital of the 
whole nation; tothe fact that we have now be- 
gun to pay back borrowed money, which we 
used to expand our business witha few years 
ago; to the invention and introduction of labur- 
saving machinery, by which one man does the 
work of a hundred men, who stand idle. The 
Doctor said: 4 1 

Whenever a new objebt of interest is bronght 
before the world, more labor is demanded. An- 
gland has made more work for the worker, and 
better wages, than in the olden time. If we could 
go back to the wants of Henry VIII. s time, there 
would not be work for one magn in a thousand. We 
are on an upward ladderof wants, which has many 
a round still untrodden. No one man can solve 
the problem of the present hour, but the millions 
can. Man will yet beaut the steam 
engine. We — well study the course 
of France. Louis XIV. began to educate 
the peopie in art, and this has made a taste that 
has given labor to the French people. Seventy 
millions of dollars are annually brought into 
France by the manufacture of articles of taste. 
The great masses must be ever employed in pro- 
ducing od and other nécessarics; but there is 
aiwa%s a surplus of labor, and this surplus France 
employs. There will be relief from the present 
pressure. We must work hard and live poor for a 
time. There is a great circle of interests, like 
that in the old story of the kid that would not 
go. If motion begins at any point, the whore 
will move. If Congress would adjourn for ten 
years, the question would settle itself. 

AN ANOMALY. 

lf this country is vow suffering from over- 
production, extravagance, and and lack of taste, 
how much better off will we be when we manu- 
facture and decorate the same kina of articles 
which the French make so much money out 
of, and for which our extravagauce, in a great 
measure, supplies a market! Again, if we go 
to manutactifring these articles ourselves, and 
stop buying, what are the fellows to do who 
have been selling tous? It appears that thev 
will be as bad or worse off than we are now. 
We do not think the Doctor has arrived ata 


sure and certain remedygfor hard times, ande 


very much doubt the ability of any ope man to 
tell us just what the remedy is. Weali knowthat 
the War stimulated manafactures aud the build- 
ing of railroads; and the opening-up of the new 
Territories west of the Missouri stimulated 
immigration; and, fora few years made business 
brisk.’ Now there are too many railroads, three 
or four new States compete with the farmers of 
the older States in the grain and produce mar- 
kets, so that there is only a narrow magin be- 
tween the cost of raising and the selling price 
of acrop. When our population fills up the 
country left behind the new settiements, then 
we may look for an increased demand of inanu- 
factured articles, and, consequently, a better 
demand for the farmers’ produce.

better.“ which gave Spencer in one of his 
Studies in Sociology“ an opportunity to say 
that it meant no such thing, but the survival of 
that which is best suited to its environment, 
and, as unfortunately happens, that is frequent- 
lv the worse instead of the better. : 

Doubtless if al/ would, ali could, create such 
an environment that, if we did not havea 
Heaven beyond the grave, we might have some- 
thing very like a Heaven hereon earth; all works 
ing togetber to that end could make “survival 
of the fittest,” and ‘surviyership of 
the better“ synonymous terms; but, from 
present indications, this ** dectrine, based upon 
the natural principles of science,” is pot a 
cheering one,for we are rapidly making our 
environment — to any decent ferms 
ot“ moral life.“

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A Spring that Flows Only in Drought. 
Portamouth (N. H.) Chroniete. 

On the farm of Mr. Daniel Cook, which is in 
one corner of Kittery, Me., close up to the York 
and Eliot boundary lines, is an intermittent 
spring, which is not only a most eccentric nat- 
ural curiosity, but a very great convenience to 
its owner. Its existence was unknown to Mr. 
Cook (or any one else in the neighborhood) un- 
til one of the parched summers of five or six 

ears ago, at Which time all the springs. swamp- 

oles, etc., in the cattle pastures dried up, and 
the animals had to be driven quite a distance 
twice a day to get water. One evening, on turn- 
ing the cattle out of the pasture in which they 
had been feeding during the day into the 
one in which the intermittent spring is situat- 
ed, on the way to the water, the tuirsty creatures 
utterly disgusted the boy who had them in 
charge by deserting the path and running to a 
distant part of the pasture, in spite of the bov’s 
vigorous use of language and stones. Follow- 
ing them up. the boy was astonished to find 
them engaged in drinking heavily at a spring 
which was discharging a goodly amount ol¢ 
water, but which he had never heard of before. 
This lasted until the advent of wet weather in 
the autumn, when it disappeared and did not 
again show itself until the following summer, 
which was alsoadry one. Since then it has 
been watched bv the farmer, not so much on 
account of its odd performances as because of 
its usefulness; and he has found that whenever 
a drought becomes so severe that all the other 
springs in the vicinity tail, this one commences 
business, and keeps it up until rain enough 
falis to start the other springs at work, when it
